Court Had Condemned Sale 
This step will pave the way, it is expected, for one of the 
largest housing developments in the mobilization program. 
Efforts to have the action taken by the United States 
Government have been growing in scope for the past two 
months. 
Labor, community developers and industrial 
leaders joined hands in spurring action on the part of the 
government. 
The certification was made by Defense Mobilizer 
Charles E. Wilson and Secretary of Defense Robert Lov­ 
ett, following a recommendation from the Defense Pro­ 
duction Administration. 
The approval of the three agen­ 
cies automatically relaxes credit 
restrictions on

sale or rent to an estimated 5,000 
steel mill hands, plus about 12,000 
wives and children who will Hock 
to the county.
